Death of Jeaeph Law. 

Jooepb Law, aged 69 years, s well- 
known end long-time res (dent of the 
Third ward, died to St. Mary's Hospital, 
Orange, Thursday night from Injuries 
sustained lo falling from a pear tree on 
Monday morning on hie premia—, No. 44 
Dodd etreet. 

Mr. Law arose early Monday morning 
aod went out to pick pears from a tree 
on his premisee. Hls wife later on was 
startled by moans of some odc in great 
pain. She went out and found her hus¬ 
band lying on tbe ground under tbe pear 
tree. To inquiries be replied that be 
bad fallen from tbe tree, aod feared that 
bis Injuries were fatal. Mrs. Law 
aroused ber son-in-law, Howard Eve- 
land, wbo lives next door. Mr. Evelaod, 
with tbe assistance of two men from ad 
toe-wagon that was passing by, oarrled 
tbe Injured mao Into tbe bouse and Dr. 
Frank W. Lockwood was summoned, 
and had Mr. Law removed lo a hospital 
In Orange. The distance Mr. Lew tell 
was not very greet, but being well ad- 
vaoeed to years, sod the shook was toe 
much for him.
